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Stampless Covers 


SHE progressive education 
of the world results from 
just one thing. A man 
asks ‘““Why?” and then 

i= proceeds to dig in to find 
out why. Then he publishes the infor- 
mation for the benefit of others, and 
world knowledge is increased by that 
much. 

The study of Stampless Covers has 
added much to our general informa- 
tion on early conditions in our country 
and particularly on postal affairs. 
There is a fascination about them and 
it would seem that every U. S. stamp 
collection should begin with at least 
a few examples of these early letters 
or covers. Suppose we take a fleeting 
look at them. 

‘There are several classifications of 
these early postal markings, Straight 
Line types, Oval types, Circle types, 
Fancy types and Dated types. New 
York City seems to have the honor of 
first introducing the postmark, as 
NEW YORK in two lines of heavy 
type is known stamped on a folded 
letter away back in 1756, when Ben- 





jamin Franklin was Colonial Post- 
master General. Philadelphia _ fol- 
lowed in 1767 and others to the 


total of ten before 1776, all Straight 
Line. 

Then followed the Oval, Circle 
and other types until prepayment of 
postage became obligatory on January 
1, 1856. From then on there are a 
vast number of interesting covers but 
they are not Stampless. By the way, 
there are a great many pen written 
or “manuscript” postmarks from 
almost forgotten towns, but they do 
not rate as high as the stamped mark- 
ings, although still interesting. 

Now look at some of the postage 
rates on these early letters, 6c, 8c, 
12%c, 1834c, 20c, 25c, 30c, 40c, 50c, 
75c. Why? Why? 

Digging into the why by earnest 
collectors gave us much interesting 
information. Effective June 1, 1792, 
the zone rates for single letters were 
established—6c for not over 30 miles, 
on up to 22c for 450 miles, and, 
“Over 450 miles 25c.” 450 miles was 
about the size of the country in any

direction! In 1799 the 25c rate ap- 
plied to ‘over 500 miles.” The coun- 
try had grown 50 miles in 7 years. 

On February 1, 1815, the then 
existing rates were increased 50%, 
but a howl must have arisen, for in 
1816 they were again reduced to 6c 
for not over 30 miles and so on up 
to 25c for over 400 miles. On July 
1, 1851, rates were finally established 
for a half ounce letter as 3c if paid 
and 5c if collect, up to 3,000 miles; 
5c and 10c beyond that. 

But look here. Here is an early 
California letter with a big red 40 
on it. Why? Investigation disclosed 
the fact that there were special rates 
in effect in California. Up to July 1, 
1851, the local rate and as far east 
as Salt Lake City was 12!'4c, and 40c 
for any further east, so we have the 
40c rate and 80c for a double weight 
letter. 

Here is one marked “Way.” Why? 
More research, and it was found that 
Wickersham, Postmaster General 
1795-1801, decreed that when a letter 
was delivered to a mail carrier be- 
tween post offices, an extra fee should 
he charged covering point of receipt 
and final destination, and so we 
have letters marked ““Way 6, Way 
11,” and so on. 

Why were the early letters folded, 
sealed and addressed on the back? 
Because envelopes had not been in- 
troduced. They came into use about 
1852; you know our first stamped 
envelopes were issued in 1853. And 
many of those early letters are mar- 
vels in the way of saving double 
postage. Three pages would be filled 
with fine, clear writing, and then the 
paper was given a quarter turn and 
written across on each page—a double 
size letter for the price of a single! 

Here is one postmarked “Alex- 
andria, D. C.” How come? We 
know Alexandria is in Virginia, sev- 
eral miles down the Potomac from 
Washington and on the other side 
of the river. A look into your U. S. 
History will disclose some interesting 
facts about the District of Columbia 
and its limits. 





And then this rate of 1834 cents. 
How on earth was that paid? More 
research and it appeared that the sil- 
ver dollar was cut pie fashion into 
eight slugs or “bits,” each worth, 
roughly, 12!4 cents. Hence our “two 
bits” meaning twenty-five cents. One 
of these “bits” and half of another 
would make up the rate, but there 
were no half-bits. So we find on these 
old letters “Charge Box 156,” which 
took care of the matter very nicely. 

So much for the historical side. 
Now as to the different kinds of 
postmarks on these letters. The 
Straight Lines have been described. 
Then the Oval types, a pretty and 
well know one from Buffalo and a 
similar one from Utica; an odd one 
from Monson, Mass., a neat one 
from Brunswick, Maine, and so on, 
almost all of them scarce and valuable. 
These were in use along with the 
later Straight Line types. 

Then came the Circle types in a 
huge variety — with no outer circle, 
with circle, with double circle, with 
and without year date, and with many 
varieties of type and abbreviations 
of town names, such as NEW-ORL. 
L., LODGE, Fulton Co. Ky, TAY- 
LOR’S FALLS MT., EBENEZER 
Geo., VIRGINIA CITY IDO, and 
so on, in a fascinating infinity. 

And in the Fancy types there is 
another large and most interesting 
variety. A Horn of Plenty from 
Augusta, Maine; a Triangle from 
Triangle, N. Y.; a Derby Hat from 
Derby-Line, Vermont; a Hatchet 
Head from Collinsville, Conn.; a 
full rigged ship from Philadelphia, 
and so on, and so on. 

Then the STEAMER and 
STEAMBOAT and the fancy can- 
celations of the various steamship lines 
and river packets; the railroad can- 
celations; the fancy figures showing 
the rates, and the varieties of PAID 
cancelations, dozens of them. 

And, finally, the First Day Cover. 
One friend has one of these dated, 
Detroit, July 1, 1851, marked “PAID 
3,” and in the letter the writer says, 
“This is the first day of the new 3c 
postage rate.” Think of that! In the 
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sale of the W. F. Goerner collection 
a few years ago, a similar one, but 
without the certification of the writer, 
was priced $125.00. 

This sketchy article is highly in- 
complete and is only intended to give 
the tired collector an idea of some- 
thing else he can turn to and find 
great amount of pleasure. There is 
much of interest to be found in read- 
ing the old letters, and some histori- 
cal information of value. In fact, 
the Library of Congress has eagerly 
bought large quantities of these old 
letters and they are carefully read 
in search of missing bits of infor- 
mation on all sorts of affairs of our 
early days. 

In one recently acquired by me, 
written in 1847, the writer gave the 
information that gas mains were being 
laid in the streets of Brooklyn and 
expected to have the gas 
turned on and the streets lit up at 
night by July 4th. Another told of 
a Whig convention “where we had 
Danl. Webster and Thad. Stevens 
as speakers, to stir up the voters.”

HARVARD UNIVERSITY 


On June Ist, the United States 
Senate passed the following bill Sen- 
ate No. 4483: Be it enacted, etc., 
That the Postmaster General is au- 
thorized and directed to issue a spe- 
cial series of 3-cent stamps, of such 
design as he shall prescribe, in com- 
memoration of the 300th anniversary 
of the founding of Harvard Univer- 
sity. 

Notice should be taken of the 
wording, “is authorized AND DI- 
RECTED,” which means that if this 
bill is also passed by the House of 
Representatives and signed by the 
President it is mandatory upon the 
Postmaster General to get out such a 
set of stamps. Apparently this project 
must not have had the approval of 
the Post Office Department or it 
would not have been necessary to in- 
troduce such a bill in Congress. As a 
rule, when a bill such as this, calling 
for commemorative postage stamps is 
brought before the Congress, it is re- 
ferred to the Committee on Post Of- 
fices and Post Roads for consideration 
and recommendation. As a rule this 
process means that nothing further 
will become of it than to be pigeon- 
holed and forgotten. 

A bill just introduced by Senator 
George is likely to fall by the way- 
side in that Committee pigeon hole, 
as this bill calling for a series of post- 
age stamps to commemorate the 100th 
anniversary of the founding of Wes-

PHILIPPINES ACTIVE 


Word has just been received from 
Manila in the Office of the Philippine 
Trade Commissioner, that two new 
stamps will be issued in that city on 
June 19, honoring the anniversary of 
the birth of the great Island pa- 
triot, Jose Rizal. Both stamps will 
bear his picture and will be in the de- 
nominations of six and thirty-six cen- 
tavos. That makes the set cost 42 
centavos, or in our money 2lc. It 
is expected that the stamps will reach 
Washington in time to be put on sale 
June 30. Evidently the stamps are 
being prepared in the Islands, as oth- 
erwise the supply would be here in 
time for simultaneous first-day sale. 
The Commissioner’s office could not 
say what kind of supply would be re- 
ceived here, so we would suggest an 
early ordering, accompanied by the 
proper remittance, a_ self-addressed 
return envelope and postage allow- 
ance sufficient for the mailing and 
registration of the stamps. 

It has been announced also that the 
set of six stamps commemorating the 
thirty-third Eucharistic Congress to 
be held in Manila from February 3 
to 7, 1937, will bear the values 2, 
6, 16, 20, 36 and 50 centavos, in the 
respective colors of blue, green, 
brown, cardinal red, violet and or- 
ange. The central design is a chalice, 
with a representation of the Host im- 
mediately above it, a shadowy cross 
in the background, the whole resting 
on a bank of clouds. On either side 
are to be found the symbolic grapes 
and stalks of wheat, the accepted rep- 
resentation of the Holy Eucharist. 

A recent report has sprung up that 
the regular series (1935) of the 
Philippines is to be overprinted with 
the Commonwealth inscription. Ques- 
tioning the ‘Trade Commissioner’s

what it means to you, perhaps you 
will read on and learn that the sug- 
gestion made there is of importance to 
you as well as to us. 

Under date of May 29th, the 
Thorp & Martin Company, publishers 
of the well known “NARIBO” Al 
bum pages, suggest that we prepare 
an editorial on this subject and that 
we make frequent mention of the 
desirability of all those who reply to 
advertisements to mention the paper 
in which the advertisement was 
printed. 

They state that they wish to know 
where replies come from in order that 
they may better prepare their adver- 
tising appropriations and budgets and 
thus give copy to those papers that 
actually produce results for them. 

That is but natural. All dealers 
should in self defense, know what 
papers are producing results for them 
and what those results cost. It should 
be the object of the dealer to spend 
his advertising money with magazines 
that do bring business and the papers 
that bring business at the lowest cost 
are the ones that should be given the 
most support. 

It is frequently much cheaper to 
spend two dollars for an inch adver- 
tisement than to spend one dollar, for 
the two dollar advertisement may pro- 
duce 20 replies which have cost but 
10c each while the dollar advertise- 
ment brings only five replies which 
have cost 20 cents each. 

Then from the standpoint of the 
publisher, it is desirable that you 
mention the paper from which you 
have replied to any certain advertise- 
ment and in that manner help show 
the advertiser that a certain paper 
is bringing him business. 

There is still another angle to the 
question and this is of much impor- 
tance to yourself. Dealers frequently 
run advertisements which are quite 
similar, yet may have slightly dif- 
ferent offers in them, in different 
publications. While the general tone 
of the advertisement may be the same, 
the material which they use in filling 
an order may vary a bit in different 
cases. It is therefore very necessary 


that the dealer know just which ad- 
vertisement you are replying to. If 
you are sure to mention the publica-

In New York, Chicago, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Washington, and other large cities, the leading 
newspapers employ trained men to edit full pages 
or parts of pages with news for stamp collectors. 
Hundreds of newspapers in other cities devote 
regular space to the Hobby of Stamp Collecting. 

The great chain stores such as Kresge, Wool- 
worth, and others, practically all have counters for 
the sale of stamps and supplies for collectors. We

Our plant is perhaps the only one in the City of 
Columbus which went through the severe depression 
years without laying off help, running on short time 
or cutting the wages of our employees. As a matter 
of fact we increased our force over this period, thus 
giving further evidence of the stability of our busi- 
ness as well as the ability of our management.

Weekly Stamp News started by George W. Linn 
in November, 1928. LINPRINT INC. was or- 
ganized as a corporation under the laws of Ohio, 
July 10, 1934 and the corporation’s stock has been 
approved by the Securities Division of the State of 
Ohio.

CHAPTER XX 


Other Religious Stamps 


HERE are several other stamps of religious 

I significance which did not come naturally un- 

der the previous chapter titles. “hese mis- 
cellaneous stamps we will discuss in this chapter. 

In some places in Europe it has been customary 
to build the bell towers separate from the churches. 
‘These are called campaniles. At least two of them 
have been shown on the stamps. The St. Luke's 
Campanile at Janice was used twice on stamps of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina. Each time the same de- 
sign was used. It bore a good picture of the Cam- 
panile with the rolling hills in the background. In 
both cases the value was 2k and the stamp was print- 
ed in gray green (No. 44, 60). Venice is the city 
noted for these structures. “There are several of them, 
usually of plain bricks. ‘The oldest is San Geremia 
which dates from the 11th century. The most noted 
one is the Campanile of St. Marks. Instead of steps 
to ascend, it was built with an inclined plane winding 
around the four sides. A tradition asserts that Napol- 
eon rode to the top on horseback. Over 300 feet high 
its slender and graceful column was visible for thirty 
miles. It dated from 1489. Earthquakes have de- 
stroyed several of these towers and St. Mark’s Cam- 
panile collapsed in spite of all efforts to save it. A 
beautiful modern Campanile was built in its place. 
In honor of this new Campanile the Italian Govern- 
ment issued two stamps in 1912; a 5c and a 15e (No. 
104, 105). Both bore the same design with the 
Campanile dominating the middle of the stamp with 
the towers of many churches grouped about it. 

The oldest royal crown in the world is the Iron 
Crown of Hungary. Its special interest for us is that 
it has been used extensively as a design for Hungarian 
stamps and that it is an unusual religious relic. In the 
year 1001 it was presented to St. Stephen by Pope 
Sylvester II. This was the first official European 
recognition of Hungarian nationality and made Duke 
Stephen a King. ‘The original crown as presented 
to St. Stephen was of iron with enameled placques of 
Christ and the Apostles. It was buried with Stephen 
but forty years later was exhumed and the rim of the 
Crown of Geza I welded to it. This is the Crown as 
it exists today. A careful scrutiny of the picture on 
the stamps will show that the Cross on top is bent over 
at a sharp angle. This was bent accidentally and has 
been left that way. The Crown is greatly revered 
in Hungary. There are two official custodians. One 
of them is expected to be always near the Crown. They 
appear in gorgeous uniforms at all court functions. 
The Crown is placed on public display each August 
15th and is on display until St. Stephen’s Day, Sept. 
2nd. This day is a great national holiday with pro- 
cessions and great festivals throughout the whole 
country. The Crown was used in some form on prac- 
tically all of the Hungarian stamps until 1916 and 
on many since. In some cases, as in 1926-27, it is 
shown alone as the main feature of the design. In 


other cases it is shown with a letter, with the “Turul,” 
and on the head of the King. 

A very unusual set of stamps was issued in 1935 by 
Surinam, Dutch Guiana. ‘They were issued to com- 
memorate the 200th anniversary of the establish- 
ment of Christian missions in Surinam by the Moray- 
ian Church. The Moravian Church, founded by 
Count Zenzendorf, has done more missionary work 
in proportion to its membership than any church 
in the world. ‘There are two different designs used 
on the stamps. On both the background is a large 
cross backed by a halo of light. In front of the cross 
a black and white hand are clasped in friendship on 
the one design and on the other we have two pairs of 
“praying hands” lifted in front of the cross, a black 
pair and a white pair. “hese stamps are beautiful in 
their simplicity and rich in Christian symbolism. ‘They 
carry a vivid message of Christian Brotherhood and 
the universal Salvation of the Cross and emphasize the 
racial inclusiveness of Christianity. “The stamps are 
sold at a premium of 50% which is given for the ben- 
efit of the missions. 

The Aegean Islands in the Aegean Sea off the coast 
of Turkey are owned by Italy. They ordinarily use 
regular Italian stamps surcharged with the name of 
the Island where they are used. However, when in 
1929 the King and Queen of Italy visited the Islands 
the Island of Rhodes issued a special set of stamps 
in honor of the occasion. Due to the connection of 
the Crusaders with the Island this was a feature on 
several of the stamps. The ones of particular interest 
to us are the 30c, 5L, and 10L values (No. 19, 22, 
23). The design of these stamps has as its central 
feature a picture of a Crusader in armour kneeling 
in prayer leaning upon his sword. Strange men, these 
Crusaders; men of violence and blood, yet sincerely 
devoted to the cause of Christ and as devout in prayer 
as they were courageous with the sword. 

Switzerland is made up of both Protestants and 
Catholics and religious wars have not been unknown 
in the past. This delicate religious balance is the 
reason Switzerland has not been able to issue religious 
stamps. The Franchise Stamps of 1935 do, however, 
carry a religious design. “These stamps are distributed 
free by the government to certain charitable institu- 
tions thus giving them free use of the mails. This 
may seem like a novel idea to Americans but is just as 
sensible and perhaps more useful than the American 
franking system as used by Congressmen. It of course 
amounts to a government grant to these institutions. 
Naturally the stamps should only be available in used 
condition. ‘The ones that have actually been distrib- 
uted to institutions bear small control numbers in 
black. It is claimed that some were given to collect- 
ors in mint condition. ‘They do not bear the control 
numbers and are not worth as much as the used copies 
which have had postal use. The two cheaper varie- 
ties shared honors betweeen Protestants and Catholics. 
The 5c value (No. 393) carries the head and shoulders 
picture of a Protestant Deaconess. ‘These women, who 
correspond in some ways to Nuns or Sisters of Mercy 
in the Catholic Church, are not so well known in this 
country but are common in Europe. ‘The 10c value 
(No. 394) bears a similar picture of a Nun. These 
stamps certainly deserve to be classed with Religious 
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Stamps for who has come nearer to following the true 
spirit of Christ than have these Sisters of the Religious 
Orders? 


Perhaps the most beautiful special delivery stamps 
ever issued are the gigantic Belgian pictorials of 1929. 
‘Two of the four are religious designs. ‘The strikingly 
beautiful picture of Antwerp Cathedral on the highest 
value we mentioned in the chapter on Cathedrals. 
Hardly less fine is the 3.50 fr value showing the Bish- 
op’s Palace at Liege (No. 702). This stamp calls our 
attention to the amazing record of the Bishops of 
Liege. “Chey were just ordinary bishops until Charle- 
magne started them on the pathway to secular power 
by gifts of land. ‘They were wise enough to sponsor 
the rising power of the people as against the secular 
nobles. Bishop Notger in the 10th century proved 


himself a very militaristic churchman and suppressed 
several obnoxious nobles by force. He conquered the 
castle of one troublesome Lord by introducing his reti- 
nue with arms concealed beneath their ecclesiastical 
vestments on the occasion of the christening of the 
noble’s child. At a predetermined signal they threw 
aside their robes, drew their swords, and overpowered 
the garrison. By such tactics and others more peace- 
ful they became powerful secular princes. ‘heir grand 
palace, which we see on this stamp, was built in the 
early 16th century. Of course it has been altered 
many times, being completely built over in the 19th 
century. Its inner squares and cloisters are a strange 
mixture of all styles of architecture with many gro- 
tesque carvings in stone. Although it is now the Pal- 
ace de Justice it serves us to remember the glory that 
once was associated with the Bishops of Liege.

Memphis Exhibition 





Hundreds viewed the stamps dis- 
played at the Second Annual Stamp 
Exhibition sponsored by the Memphis 
Stamp Club at Hotel Peabody, Mem- 
phis, Tenn., May 23-24th. 

The exhibition was entirely non- 
competitive with variety being the 
keynote. In the show of over a hun- 
dred frames there were no duplicating 
displays. 

A particularly noteworthy feature 
of the exhibition was a collection of 
Memphis postmarks made up by mem- 
bers of the Memphis Stamp Club. 
Every known type of Memphis post- 
mark from the earliest stampless cov- 
er markings to the present-day can- 
cellation was shown. 

K. G. Williams, president of the 
Memphis club, exhibited his excellent 
collection of nineteenth century Unit- 
ed States, including the 1847 issues 
on cover, mint 1857, 1861 and 1869 


issues. Many Columbians were 
shown in blocks. 
W. P. Ware’s twentieth century 


items attracted considerable attention. 
Choice blocks of all commemorative 
issues were displayed as well as the 
five-cent red errors in blocks of 
twelve. 

Used plate number, arrow and cen- 
ter-line blocks of current and recent 
issue five-dollar stamps were shown 
by A. G. Allison. Beautiful used 
blocks of twelve of Nos. 524 and 573 
were used on a single cover which 
originally contained over a_ million 
dollars worth of bonds. 

Col. W. J. Bacon exhibited his 
revenue collection, including the thou- 
sand dollar values in uncut condition. 

Foreign collections were plentiful 
with many countries being repre- 
sented. Warren Ledbetter exhibited 
his collection of Union of South 
Africa, showing, among other items, 
the Jubilees in complete sets in blocks 
and used on covers. A. G. Allison 
showed the complete Jubilees, as well 


as Italian colonies, Germany and 
Russia. W. G. Taylor exhibited 
Saar. 

Prof. P. N. Rhodes exhibited a 


beautiful collection of Spain; while 
Carl Starks displayed Congo and 
Costa Rica. 
seed groups were shown by E. 
Sweeney, who featured “Stamps 
= Stories”; Mrs. M. L. Hayees, 
who exhibited “Women on Stamps”; 





Mrs. Ellen Jorgensen, who displayed 
exhibition seals, and Mrs. K. G. Wil- 
liams, who showed a complete col- 
lection of Christmas seals. Carl 
Starks exhibited stamp maps of Eu- 
rope, Asia, South America and Afri- 
ca. 

A special feature on Sunday, May 
24th, was a philatelic lecture given by 
R. H. Eilers of St. Louis, who illus- 
trated his talk with lantern slides. 

Sample copies of Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News were distributed among 
all visitors.
